T h e chief ju stice is to be 
elected at the N ovem ber election

1914 for a term of six years, and tin* 
governor is to be authorized to ap 
point a chief justice to serve until 
his su ccessor can be 
elected. 
T he 
chief justice will have broad power*. 
He will be the head of the judicial 
system of the state, having jurisdic­ 
tion over the supreme court, courts of 
appeal and common pleas court. 
The 
salary of supreme judges is $6,500 0 
year, and the pay of the ch ief justice 
will be $1,000 or $1,500 more. 
Gover­ 
nor Cox has not indicated his choice 
for the appointment.

m embers,
